Of this nature is the 
following Le:ter, with the inclofed ; which is drawn up fo 
well, that we determined to prefent it to the Public, with- 
out any delay, or alteration. 


SIR, Sept. 29, 1731. 

N compaffion to the calamities of my Countrymen, the 
] poor unfortunate prifoners for debt, whofe Cafe I have 
obferv’d you have the tendernefs to commiferates; I beg 
Lave to offer, through your hands, the following obfer- 
vations on Arie?s and Imprifonment. 

What reflxions do, from time to time, occur to my 
mind, worth committirg to writing, I generally caft in- 
to the form of a fupplement to that great fund, and belt 
plan of learning, Mr. Cuamsers’s Dictionary : and in 
that form, I am fore’d, by other engagements, to fend 
you my prefent thoughts ; but leave the new-fafhioning 
them, if neceffary and worth while, to yourfelf. 

Befides awakening the confideration of thofe whom it 
concerns to redrefs our grievances; I have in view the 
fatistaétion of having this rude draught of my thoughts 
correéied and improved, by thofe who are better verfed 
in theie matters than myfelf. I fhall therefore take it as 
a great favour, if any one will be fo kind as to fet me 
right in any point of faét or reafoning, wherein I am 
miftaken ; and to fill up the blanks I have left, with what 
ever elie may be neceflary to complete or illuftrate the de- 
fign of Your humble fervant,

ARREST.] Inftead of arrefing, the cuftom among 
the ancient Greeks and Romans, was (xayleu'ews 24 Jus 
vocare) to cite or {ummon 3 as it is, at this day, among the 
Turks 3 and was, originally, in England, as appears by 
the ftyle of our Common-pleas Declarations yet In ule 5 
all which run, Such a one /ummonitus fuit ad refponden- 
dum. And therefore, in former times, there was no Ca- 
pias, but only in actions, Quare vi & armis 3 where, at- 
terjudgmeént, there was a Capias alfo, pro fine, for the 
King againft the criminal, as well as for fatisfaction of 
the party. The practice of arrefting mens bodies, 
and taking them in execution for debt, is grounded on 
25 E. iii..in vindication of which ftatute, it 1s alledg’d, 
againft thofe who condemn imprifonment for debt as 
impolitic, that, without arrefts, there would be no get- 
ting in of bad debts. But the contrary hereof feems to 
be countenanc’d by the praétice of the wifeft nations ; 
(V. Summons) and appears from the force which is plain- 
ty feen in the Sudpenas, in the High Court of Chancery; 
which being left at the hou'e by a meffenger, and oath 
made of the fervice, the Defendant is compell’d to coine 
into the Court, and anfwer the Plaintiff, as effectually as 
if he had expended five pounds on an arreft, (WY. Sus- 
PogNA) for fo much, notwithftanding the late regulations, 
will an arref? fometimes come to 3 what with the civi- 
lity-money, as the Bailiffs call it, and what with the fees ; 
Which is no {mall grievance both to the Plaintiff and 
Defendant. It is fad to think, that about the City of 
London, and parts adjacent, there are above 700 Bailiffs, 
moit of whom have one, two, or three followers ; and 
thee all live on the miferies of the unfortunate. Whiere- 
as, were thefe Officers abolifhed, and arrefts changed in- 
to fum.i ons, with five or ten fhilling ftamps 5 it could 
hardly fail of bringing in a conftant revenue of 50 or 
40,0001 a year, perhaps double the money 5 and the 
Debtor, as well as the Creditor, much eafed in the fuit.

made the main engines of fubverting a Government. Of 
how great moment, in the balance of affairs, men In 
debt may be, is evident from the account of Davip’s 
followers in Holy Writ, and thofe of Catizins and 
Spartacus in profane Hiftory ; and that great mutiny of 
the Roman people, that occafioned the election of their 
protefting Tribunes. And if, in thofe times, the fear on- 
ly of being dunned and fued was fo dangerous to States 5 
how much more liable to fuch defperate enterprizes are 
thofe, where the terrors of bodily imprifonment and fair 
opportunity meet together. ?——As to the Creditor, he is 
not like to be a gainer by it. All means of fatisfacti- 
on mutt arife out of the Debtors labour and induftry, or 
his credit and eftate: but all thefe, except the lait, are 
immediately loft by imprifonment ; and that ferves only to 
fupply its owner, without any regard to the Creditor. 

On thefe confiderations, it is likely this cufom has ge- 
nerally been difcountenanced in all civilized nations. -— 
By the law of Moses, the Debtor was only obliged to be- 
come the fervant of the Creditor, who was to take his 
wages for the debt; but with thefe three provifoes: 1ft. 
That the Debtor fhould not ferve as a bond-flave, but as 
an hired jervant, (Lev. xxv. 39, 40.) 2dly, That the 
Creditor fhould be fo far from having the power of im- 
prifoning the body of the Debtor, that he fhould net rude 
over bim with rigour, (ver. 43.) 3dly, That he fhould 
be releafed after.6 years fervice ; and fent away with a 
liberal reward of fheep, corn, and wine, (Deut. xv. 12, 
13,14.) In the Pavdeé, which is a colleftion of the 
choiceft Inftitutions, both of the Greeks and Romans, it 
is a maxim, That in the condemnation of perfons, who 
are fentenced to fatisfy to the utmoft of their ability, not 
all they have is to be violently extorted from them ; but 
fuch confideration is to be taken of them, that they may 
not want; according to that decifion of SoLomon, (Prov. 
xxi. 27.) If thou baff net to pay, why foould he take thy 
bed from under thee ? and agreeable to the practice — of 
later times, (1.) in Holland, no man is compelled to pay 
further than his eftate will run, and that with Chriftian 
confideration of his wife and family. (2.) In Flanders, 
when any one finds his Creditors hard upon him, and 
himfelf infolvent at that time ; on his petition, the Parlia- 
ment of that Diftriét allows their protection for 3, 4, or 5 
years, for him to pay his debts : during which time the 

ebtor has his liberty to ufe his induitry to repair his 
broken fortune, and to clear all his juft debts. (3.) In 
Spain and Italy, no man is detained in prifon for debt 
above a year and a day ; in which time the Creditors 
have power to fell the eltate of the Debtor ; which being 
done, and the wife’s dower taken out for the relief of 
her and her children, the reft is divided, and the Debtor 
is freed from thofe debts for ever, and his body releafed 
at the year’s end. This for the meaner fort: but for the 
Gentlemen and Perfons of Quality, their bodies are not 
to be touch’d, nor by any means to be imprifon’d for debt, 
only the eftate is liable to fatisfaction; yet with a re- 
fervation of fuch neceffary things as honour, honefty, or 
humanity may challenge: and therefore the perfon, arms, 
or apparel, bed and chamber of a foldicr are not liable 
to feizure; and the like provifion is made for other Gen- 
tlemen of Quality. (4.) In Germany, indeed, they are 
‘very fevere in fetting fuch a brand on a Bankrupt’s re- 
putatioa, as fhall eafily take from him the opportunity of 
abufing others: yet they give his body free liberty to re- 
| deem his credit. Hence to ride the a/s, fignifies to turn 
| Bankrupt; becaufe, that, inflead of imprifoning the body, 
| they only put the Bankrupt to fhame, compelling him to 
| ride backwards upon an ais, with his tail in his hand, 
| quite through the town where he dwelt. (5.) Even in 
| ‘Lurky it isa rule of the Alcoran, If thy Debtor cannot 
| pay thee, ftay till he can, and give him alms ; for this 
fhall be better for thee. 

And, where this cuftom is allowed, —— it is generally 
gualified by jome compaflionate reftri€tions : For, during 
the Debtor’s confinement in prifon, the Creditor is obliged 
to allow him, (1.) In Holland, 

(2.) In France, 
(3-) In Britain, by a late Act, two fhillings and four pence 
a week. V. PriviLEDGED PLACEs. Or provifion is 
made fora releafe. Thus (1.) by the Civillaw, Qui oult 
cedere bonis, liberatus ef a debite. WHethat is willing to 
give up his eftate, is free from his debt. And, (2.) by 
our Acts of bankruptcy, he that gets his living by buying 
and felling, in trade or merchandize, may, on the {fur- 
render of all, procure his liberty, withan allowance of 5 










































































per cent. on certain conditions. And, pity it is, that 
others, of equal importance to the Government, are not 
intitled to the fame clemency. Many Gentlemen, who 
have had a liberal education, not being traders, have no 
benefit of thefe Acts; tho’ it is very hard, that thofe, wholé 
former lives make misfortunes, want, and captivity more ; 
grievous than other peoples, fhould be the only men ex- 
cluded from all relief; efpecially when they are willing 
to comply with the condition, and furrender all they have.

For 
there is no perfon who has a relifh for true criticiim, but 
muft form a very defpicable opinion of thy abilities, and 
treat thee with a juft contempt for thy gracelefs profanation 
of an Art, in which thou feemeft not to have the leaft 
{mattering. — It is beneath Mr. Bavius to take thee to 
ta:k, efpecially at a time when he is purfuing nobler game, 
pert Upitarts in Divinity, and conceited Pretenders to rea 
fon. However, left thou fhouldit impofe on the unfkilful 
in thefe matters, I will undertake to expofe thy ignorance 
and impudence, and fubmit to the vile office of giving 
thee due corre¢tion. 

After almoft a whole years application to criticize upon 
thefe ver‘es, thou haft at laft found out that Pdi in PAz/s- 
fophum is fhort.
